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(57) SCOPE OF CLAIMS (FOR UTILITY MODEL REGISTRATION) 



1. A protective material, comprising 

a colored layer having a colored fabric and a matrix resin? and 
a laminated layer having a reinforcing fiber fabric and a 

matrix resin, 

the colored layer being provided at least on the outermost 
layer of the laminated layer and integrally formed therewith* 



2, The protective material according to claim 1, wherein the 

matrix resins in the colored layer and the laminated layer are made

Of an identical thermosetting resin* 

3- The protective material according to claim 1, wherein the 
proportion of the matrix resin in the laminated layer is 5 to 20% 
by weight. 

4, The protective material according to claim 1, wherein the fiber 
forming the reinforcing fiber fabric is a filament yarn having a 
tensile strength of at least 15 g/d and an elongation modulus of at 
least 300 g/d.
